‘*T am convinced that the reward offered for evidence of untruthful reports 
is sufficient guarantee of their correctness, When a publisher, who solicits 
my business, makes a statement of the circulation of his journal, I invariably 
consult the Directory with a view to verification.” 

Mr. Harding remarked that, in his opinion, the Directory is as perfect as 
brains, money, and labor can make it. The only criticism he had to offer 


concerning it is that the ratings, as indicated by capital letters, are rather vague.

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A publisher and purveyor of advertising space, whose opinions of the American Newspa- 
per Directory are worthy of publicity, is Mr. James H. Beals, Jr., the President of the New 
York Newspaper Union. Mr. Beals may be regarded as representing the local country 
weekly. Nearly all the 1,400 publishers who procure their partly printed sheets (‘* patent 
insides} from Mr. Beals’ ready-print establishment are rated in the Directory, and hence a 
large proportion of its contents is studied by him with considerable interest. 

** The fact that I keep no other Newspaper Directory in my office,’’ said Mr, Beals, ‘‘is 
a pretty fair indication of the value I set upon it. It is undoubtedly the best work of that 
character published, and I can offer no suggestion as to its improvement because I consider it 
already as near perfection as money and labor can make it. I am satisfied that the reports 
printed in the Directory concerning the circulations of the more important papers are tolerably 
correct. If errors do exist, I think they are rather favorable than otherwise to the publisher. 
The mistakes in the book which have come to my notice are in the ratings accorded country 
publications, I know the circulation of the papers partly printed by my company just as 
well as the publishers do. A newspaper owner does not order more copies of his paper printed 
than he is certain of selling. If we are in the habit of supplying him sufficient papers for a 
thousand copies and he is accorded a circulation in the Directory of 800, we know an injustice 
has been done him, I have not the Jeast suspicion that Geo, P. Rowell & Co. desire to do an 
injustice to any one. I feel sure that no improper motives guide them in the ratings they 
accord. I do not deny that a newspaper publisher can avoid an under-rating by making a 
return of the number of copies of his paper printed. A certain number of them do so, but I 
fear their reports are not always correct. Every now and then some customer of ours will 
complain that a rival publisher has sent in a report of that character and been given a rating 
in the Directory to which he was notentitled, I believe that $100 reward offered for evidence 
of false reports has a deterrent influence on publishers disposed to make untruthful returns. 
This is especially the case with those papers wholly or in part printed ina different office from 
the one they are published in. 

“It is not the same, however, in the case of papers printed in the office of the publisher 
by his own employees, If he is in the habit of making false reports he will be careful not to 
engage any one whom he has reason to suspect would betray him, 

** I recognize the right of an advertiser to know the exact circulation of every medium 
he is asked to give business to, I would never think of refusing information of that nature 
to any advertiser who contemplates using the list of papers I represent. I believe an adver- 
tiser who allows himself to be controlled in his selection of mediums by the ratings 1n the 
Directory is not liable to go far astray. But I also believe he should give a publisher a hear- 
ing before refusing to pay more for space in his paper than the circulation ratings in the 
Directory show it to be worth,”

Mr. Place, ‘I have always held that an advertiser is perfectly right in demanding an accu- 
rate stat t of the ci lation of any paper he is asked to patronize. I should regard an 
advertiser as a very poor business man if he failed to insist upon the most convincing evi- 
dence of the correctness of the circulation claimed by any paper he purchases space in. I 
am persuaded that the circulation ratings accorded in the American Newspaper Directory 











are not infl d by any busi or personal motive, 

“I Judge that they follow the same rule in the strict impartiality and truthfulness of 
their circulation ratings that the gers of a cial agency do in their credit 
ratings. 


“In choosing between the statement of a publisher and the rating accorded him in the 
American Newspaper Directory, I naturally accept the latter. I would give the circulation 
statement of the average publisher the same credence that I attach to the statement of the 
average merchant, when seeking credit, in respect to his capital, busi and standing. In 
giving a merchant credit, any firm to whom he is unknown would ask for reference, and 
consult Dun or Bradstreet as to hisrating. It is exactly the same in the case of a newspaper 
publisher who solicits advertising. When his statement is received, the shrewd and experi- 
enced advertiser immediately consults the American Newspaper Directory in order to as- 
certain the rating accorded the circulation of his paper therein. 

“T believe an advertising expenditure founded on the circulation reports in the Direct- 
ory would be far more satisfactory in its results than if the publisher’s statements only 
were considered, on the same principle that a mercantile bu iness is more likely to be suc- 
cessful if Dun or Bradstreet’s reports are accepted rather than the bare statements fur- 
nished by customers. 

“I am convinced that the hundred dollars offered by the publishers of the Directory 
for proof of false reports insures their accuracy. It doubtless has a tendency to cause 
newspaper proprietors and managers to exercise caution in making their returns, and I 
judge from the small proportion who avail themselves of this privilege, thereby receiving 
a guaranteed rating, that they are fairly well satisfied with the estimates made of their 
papers’ circulation. It seems to me that if they were under-rated they would certainly 
take the necessary trouble to make a true statement, and thus obtain proper rating. As I 
; understand it, all the American Newspaper Directory publishers require is a simple state- 
! ment of the number of each issue fora year. In justice tothe advertisers who purchase 
i the Directory, they could hardly demand less. It would be a reflection on the intelligence 
; of any publisher to suppose he is ignorant of the number of copies of his paper printed. 
t The natural presumption then is that, without a circulation statement from him, the rating 
accorded by the Directory is satisfactory, and that his paper receives credit for all the cir- 
culation it possesses.” :

4 realization of this induces many a publisher to hesitate before fur- 





ishi the Directory with definite information, although he may make a 





practice of issuing affidavits and high-water-mark c statements, for distribution 





among advertisers. These are frequently without date, and generally bear 





printed or typewritten signatures. Some papers are occasionally said to be 





entitled toa higher rating than the Directory accords them; but if this is ever 





true, it is only because every attempt has been unsuccessful to obtain informa- 





tion from the publisher in such form as would make it safe to hold him re- 





ponsible for his statement.

The current volume of the American Newspaper Directory,* issued by Geo. P. 
Rowell & Co., is before us. It contains, we are told in the preface, the names of 
some 20,000 newspapers and periodicals. Of these the publishers inform us 3,173 
have circulation ratings, the absolute correctness of which is guaranteed by the 
publishers of the Directory by $100 forfeit in each case of error or misrepresenta- 
tion discovered. For some time past it has been the rule of this publishing house 
to back its opinions on rating statements with money, not exactly as opinions 
are backed on the race track, but, nevertheless, in a way to make money talk. 
Of the other 17,000 publications we learn that the publishers of 5,205 furnished 
reports so indefinite as not to permit of any guarantee of their accuracy, and 
that the remaining 11,791, after being twice appealed to, preferred to withhold all 






































information on the subject. From this it is evident that over one-half of the 


periodicals in the United States decline, for reasons best known to themselves, to 
report their circulation through this channel. 

















We learn that the information about circulation! was gathered between 
October 15, 1898, and January 15, 1894. The circulation ratings given, therefore, 
are not the editions that the paper is now printing, but instead represent the 
issues for a whole year preceding some date between October 15, 1893, and Janu- 
ary 15, 1894. The publishers are very careful to make these statements, so that no 

















wrong conclusions may be drawn. 





We are also favored by the publishers with some detailed particulars of the 
plan of annual revision that is followed in the production of this book. A great 
deal of painstaking effort would seem to be expended upon it. From some of 
the directions to the editor and others in charge of the work that are contained 
in this circular, it is fair to assume that some publishers of newspapers are 
tricky, and that they resort to loose and careless statements, in order to inflate 
their apparent circulation. It would seem to be the purpose of the publishers, 
by the directions given, to offset misrepresentations wherever possible to do so. 
It is significant, for example, that the publishers of this Directory find it neces 
sary in these directions to lay down in precise terms a statement of the number 
of sheets to a quire and the number of sheets to a ream, for fear different stand- 
ards in different localities may be employed in making returns. 






































The literary contents of the book are very similar to those which have 
appeared in other volumes the last few years, save that a very large amount of 
advertising is lacking, and the volume, therefore, is much curtailed in size. For 
this reason it is more convenient for handling by those who have occasion to use 
it.—From Business, a praetical journal of the office, May issue.

There may be other publications in some of these classes 
that actually do print more copies, but the papers named above 
were willing to sign a statement establishing a rating which 
turned out to be larger than was definitely claimed by any other 
publisher. 

The following illustrates the difficulties experienced by the 
editor of the American Newspaper Directory in his attempt to 
accord a correct circulation rating to every publication : 

In 1889 there appeared in the Directory a description of the 
Home Magazine, published at Washington, D.C. It not being 
the custom to rate a paper the first time it is described, no cir- 
culation rating was accorded.

In 1893 the publisher furnished a statement 
showing that the smallest number of copies issued within a year 
had been 300,000, and it was credited with that number. In 
1894 no statement was received from the publisher, and it was 
rated “ A,” that is, exceeding 75,000, “A” being the highest 
rating accorded in the absence of such a statement. In Septem- 
ber, five months after the issue of the Directory, the editor, 
pursuing inquiries as to the standing of the Home Magazine, 
learned that for many months it had not appeared at all.

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In the United States there are 1,017 newspapers and period- 
icals classed as religious, having an aggregate circulation each 
issue of something like 5,700,000 copies. They are subdivided 
as the organs or representatives of 68 different sects or re 
ligious beliefs, but when made up into “families,” as shown on 
page 315, the classification is reduced to 41—a more promis- 
ing number to those who believe in Christian unity, but still so 
large as to make doubtful the speedy oncoming of a millennium 
in this direction. It is noticeable, too, that these family combi- 
nations are by no means harmonious, and their internal dissen- 
sions are often more apparent than their warfare upon those of 
an entirely different sect or class. The Rev. Dr. H. K. Carroll, 
in his book-upon “Religious Forces of the United States,” 
enumerates 143 denominations, so that there are still 75 without 
a representative newspaper. The same authority puts the num- 
ber of communicants at 20,618,307, and the entire Protestant 
population at 49,630,000, to which for the Catholic population 
he adds 6,257,817 more. A constituency of 55,000,000, which 
advertisers may reach with some degree of thoroughness by 
using 1,017 publications, circulating each issue five and one-half 
millions, is worthy of more than ordinary attention. Dr. Carroll 
gives the whole number of organizations represented in these 
143 denominations as 165,297, with 142,639 churches or other 
edifices, having a seating capacity of 43,596,378, and a valuation 
of $679,694,439. The percentage of communicants is 32.92 of 
the entire population. The reverend doctor suggests that *‘ we 
seem to have about every variety known to other countries, with 
not a few peculiar to ourselves. The American patent covers 
no less than two original Bibles—the Mormon and Oahspe—and 
more brands of religion, so to speak, than are to be found, I 
believe, in any other country. One may be a Pagan, a Jew ora 
Christian, or each in turn. If a Christian, he may select any 
one of the 125 or 130 different kinds, or join every one of them 
in turn. He may be six kinds of an Adventist, seven kinds of a 
Catholic, twelve kinds of a Mennonite or Presbyterian, thirteen 
kinds of a Baptist, sixteen kinds of a Lutheran or seventeen 
kinds of a Methodist. He may be a member of any one of the 
143 denominations. If none suit, he still has a choice among 
150 separate and independent congregations, which have no de- 
nominational name, creed or connection.” The statistics and

3,717,969 communicants, exceeded only by the Roman Catholics 
and Methodists. It is found in every State, but is especially 
strong in the South, to which two-thirds of its communicants 
are credited. Georgia leads with 357,241. The colored Bap- 
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tists are represented in fifteen Scuthern States, and aggregate 
in number 1,348,987.

THE MEDICAL PRESS. 


There are 189 newspapers and periodicals devoted exclu- 
sively to medicine and surgery ; 148 are issued monthly; 20 
are quarterly ; 9 weekly; 6 semi-monthly; 1 bi-weekly , 5 bi- 
monthly. They represent all the different schools of practice, 
although most of them are allopathic. Some are devoted to the 
treatment of special diseases and special surgical cases, and this 
is generally indicated in the title. As a class they are well 
printed, with numerous illustrat.ons to supplement the particu- 
lar information conveyed in the text, and bear strong evidence 
of prosperity. 

According to the best estimate, the number of physicians of 
all schools is 118,500, or one for every 550 inhabitants. About 
10 per cent are supposed to be Homeceopathic ; 5 per cent Ec- 
lectic and the remainder “ Regular.” 

The Commissioners of Education report in 1889, 123 medical 
colleges, of which g2 are “‘ Regular,” 9 Eclectic and 14 Homee- 
opathic.

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NEWSPAPER CIRCULATION RATINGS. 


There are few publications in 
the country worth considering 
where a statement of circulation 
cannot be obtained. When full 
and complete much reliance may 
be given it; when vague and 
boastful, about 70 per cent dis- 
count may not be far out of the 
way.—Geo. H. Powell’s “‘ Talks on 
Advertising.’’ 


Mr. Powell was for a considerable 
time the advertising manager of the 
Overman Wheel Co., manufacturers of 
the Victor Bicycles. What he says is 
substantially correct. The definite 
statement as to the circulation of a 
newspaper can be obtained from about 
one office in five. An indefinite state- 
ment can be had from nea of the 
others, but not from all. Some’prefer to 
say nothing. The proportion of newspa- 
pers willing to make full and complete 
statements is three times greater now 
than it was three years ago—a fact going

ist Class, — Ratings given in plain figures guaranteed to be accurate. 

2nd Ciass,—Ratings given by letters, based on a publisher’s statement guaranteed to 
be accurate. 

3rd Class,—Ratings given by letters accorded after a statement from the paper has 
been considered, but not always in accordance therewith, and not guaranteed to be accurate. 

4th Class,—Ratings given by letters, based upon general report, information from 
the office not being forthcoming when asked for. 


RATINGS IN ARABIC FIGURES. 

In the American Newspaper Directory the publication that makes a definite statement 
has its circulation rating stated in plain figures, and the accuraey of these is guaranteed by 
the publishers of the Directory by a $100 forfeit, payable to any one who successfully contro- 
verts the publisher’s claim. 


RATINGS BY LETTERS EXPLAINED BY A KEY. 
Publications that have circulation ratings in the Directory indicated by letters, followed 
by one or two asterisks, are those whose publisher’s claim was not set forth with sufficient 
definiteness to permit the use of exact figures. 


ONE ASTERISK (). 

One asterisk indicates that the publishers of the Directory are willing to guarantee the 
tating, as explained by the key. These ratings are usually accorded in cases where a pub- 
lisher’s average issue, shown bya detailed statement, is found to be high enough to entitle 
him to the rating and guaranty, but not enough higher to make a rating in plain figures 


specially desirable. 
TWO ASTERISKS (*™). 

Two asterisks (following the letter) indicate an unwillingness on the part of the publishers 
of the Directory to extend any guaranty as to the accuracy of the rating accorded, A state. 
ment from the publisher, or some one that purported to represent him, was before the Editor 
of the Directory at the time of according the ratings followed by two asterisks, but it was not 
in such form as would warrant a guaranty of its accuracy, and in most cases it was so vague 
as not even to warrant according the rating letter which the maker of the statement seemed 
to desire or expect. 

A third class of papers has the circulation ratings in the Directory indicated by letters, 
explained by the key, and not followed by any asterisk.

THERE is no such thing as a market 
price for advertising space. It might 
be possible to establish one if enough 
could be handled in a way that would 
admit of the buyer obtaining it by a 
bid, and the delivery could be prompt. 








TuRRE are plenty of advertisers who 
would buy and use great quantities of 
advertising space in newspaper columns 
that now goes to waste if any method 
could be hit upon for fixing its value 
and arranging for the delivery of the 
surplus as it comes into existence. 
The publisher knows no better how 
much to ask for it, however, than the 
advertisers how much to offer. 


IF an advertiser ready with his copy 
could always be at hand to avail him- 
self of a spare page of a paper at a 
moment's notice, the publisher would 
often be willing to sell at a price which 
the advertiser would be more than will- 
ing to pay. The difficulty in finding 
the man, the advertisement, the paper 
and the opportunity simultaneously 
makes confidential transactions of this 
sort rare. The baking powder com- 
panies, the soap makers and the 
washing-powder people could relate 
experiences in this line that would be 
interesting. 





MAny an advertiser has occasion to 
regret the tedious negotiations that are 
necessary to learn the cost of a con- 
spicuous announcement, and secure its 
insertion without too much delay and 
without paying more than need be on 
account of overlooking or being igno- 
rant of some technicality, by which 
the cost is doubled, when it might 
have been cut in two, with a result 
equally satisfactory. On account of 
these difficulties he refrains from using 
the papers, to his own loss, and to the 
detriment of the newspaper as well. 


THAT the unsold advertising space 
which a publisher sees daily going to 
waste possesses a money value, no one 
doubts. But no adequate method of 
disposing of it has ever been dis- 
covered. ‘This is largely on account of 
the difficulty of measuring the quantity 
and grading the quality. 


THE attempt to dispose of surplus 
advertising space in a newspaper, even 
when a customer is at hand, is at- 
tended with so many difficuities that 
most publishers of successful journals 
have found it the wisest plan to insist 
upon schedule rates under all circum- 
stances, thus avoiding complicated and 
compromising negotiations, 


THERE is no newspaper publisher 
who has not at times communed with 
himself on the question whether it 
would not be possible to dispose of 
surplus advertising space by some 
method corresponding to the annual 
clearance sale by auction, by which 
manufacturers of silks, cottons and 
woolens clear off their unmarketed 
stocks and arrive at a basis for future 
operations. 





Tue Rowell Advertising Agency was re- 
cently applied to for information as to the 
cost of inserting in the Boston Glode a cut 
measuring fourteen and three-quarter inches 
in length and five columns in width, By the 
Globe's rate card the cost of inserting the cut 
as furnished would be $660. With border 
sawn off, however, and replaced by an in- 
verted rule, the matter could appear in the 
specified space for $466.50. The price could 
be still further reduced to $220 if the adver- 
tiser would consent to omit his cut altogether 
and aliow the G/ode’s compositors to set up 
the matter in theirown way.—PrintExs’ Ink, 
Oct. 17th, 


The above paragraph illustrates the 
peculiar character and varying value of 
advertising space. The same service, 
apparently, is held at three different 
prices; the highest being demanded 
for the form most readily given and 
least expensive to the newspaper.

editorial paragraphs reproduced above. 


Publishers who have perfecting presses and print from stereotype plates 
can use a paper matrix for large advertisements, and thus save to all con- 
cerned the serious items of composition, electrotypes and express charges.

ADVERTISING AS A SALESMAN, 
By the Secretary of the Typothete. 
Editor cf Prinrers’ Ink: 

The recent advertisements of William 

Johnston, your foreman, of the inks he has to 
sell are as they should be. In no department 
of a printing office is there more waste, and in 
none is there less knowledge than in inks. 
It is impossible often to tell what the true 
value of a certain brand is, but whatever it is 
the charge to the customer is enhanced un- 
duly by the expenses of selling. The trouble 
is the ink manufacturer does not deal directiy 
with the printer. He deals with his confiden- 
tial manager, his superintendent, or his fore- 
man, sometimes with the individual pressman. 
Each of these men must be looked after, ac- 
quaintance made with him, and time lost, 
even when the ink salesman thinks that noth- 
ing else is requisite. Huis orders are small. 
It isa large office that buys a thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of ink a year, and none exceed ten 
thousand, These amounts, reduced to semi- 
monthly orders, are but forty dollars and four 
hundred dollars. Many orders are for only a 
dollar or two, and the majority rarely exceed 
twenty or thirty. It is therefore evident that 
the system of selling by travelers is very 
wasteful. With his salary, his railroad fares, 
his hotel bills, and his incidentals, the ex- 
penses of a salesman mount up to a very high 
figure, even when the men are successful ones 
and the sales go off with reasonable frequency. 
it rarely happens, too, that all of the inks of 
one establishment are bought from one fac- 
tory, being divided among two or three, if not 
more. The expenses cat up the profits, Itis 
a case similar to that of a milkman. He buys 
his milk at two and a half cents a quart, and 
sells it at eight cents. Yet no one ever heard 
of a retail milkman becoming rich. He must 
stop at each house, knock at each door, find 
how much is required, pour it out, and go on 
to the next place, for four or eight cents in 
the former case a cent and a quarter being for 
the milk, and two and three-quarters for the 
attendance, the horse, and the work generally. 
I like Mr. Johnston's idea of selling to the 
printer direct, His advertising ccsts him 
something, but not as much as salesmen 
would, and he is able to make the proper dis- 
count, based upon lower expenses. 

I am alse gratified that he has taken this 
\f departure, on account of an abuse which has 
\ wn up in our trade, and which most manu- 
acturers have been compelled to «!!ow, al- 


though they donot countenance it. It is the 
practice of making presents to confidential 
men, and men whose voice is potential in de- 
termining what ink shall be used. In many 
cases it is pure bribery. If no “rem are 
given, the ink is not satisfactory ; if th ey are 
given, the ink works admirably, There is not 
much difference between the inks made b 
different houses. Except for special jobs, al- 
most any one can manufacturean ink that will 
do very well. All employ the same ingredients 
on ordinary priced inks; all have the same 
machinery, and all have chemists, with a 
scientific education. There exists, howev yer, 
wide difference between their managers as to 
business ability and as to squareness of busi- 
ness methods. In an investigation I made 
some years agoon thissubject, I found that this 
habit of bribery was very extensive, and that 
the number of suits of clothes for Mr. Pica, 
of silk dresses for Mrs. Pica, of remembrances 
for wedding anniversaries, of trips to New 
York or to Niagara, was perfectly wonderful. 
It is touching to see the love that the ink 
salesman has for the foreman of a press-room 
that has ten or twelve cylinders. It is like 
that of David for Jonathan. As long as the 
affection continues, and the pressman remains 
the recipient of monthly, quarterly, or semi- 
annual gratifications, no other ink than that 
which the salesman represents will be used. 
Let the honorariums cease, however, and the 
foreman will soon learn of another that is full 
in color, works easily, and dries quickly, while 
being fine enough for his needs. Direct sales 
like those of eet gery will lessen this 
evil very much, and indeed will almost kill it. 
This question has long been before the Ty po- 
thetz. It is to be wished that manufacturers 
woul! imitate him, and that the time might 
soon come when all inks would be sold on their 
intrinsic merits, and not upon favor, or upon 
douceurs. lf theink of any of them cannot 
be made to work, the fault is the pressman’s. 
He does not desire it towork. I know of a 
dozen cases in which inks have been changed, 
one celebrated maker being put in the place of 
another. In each case objections were made 
by foremen. Substantially the answer was: 
“Mr. J., 1 have bought that ink to use. If 
you can't handle it, I have no doubt I can 
find some other pressman who can,”’ In no 
instance was it necessary to go beyond this. 
All were successful iu their attempts.

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THE CO-OPERATIVES. 


Briefly described, co-operative newspapers are papers, in 
various sections of the country, partly edited and printed by a 
central corporation organized for that purpose. The matter fur- 
nished on the co-operative sides consists of general news, selected 
miscellany and advertising. This usually occupies the whole of 
one side of the paper. The other side is left blank, and the 
papers thus partly printed are sent to the local office, where the 
remaining side is filled in and printed with home news, local 
advertisements, etc. 

About 11,000 country weeklies are published in the United 
States, and of these more than 7,000 are co-operatives. ‘Ihe 
co-operative associations are as follows :

Mr. Aikens was born in Vermont. In early life, after taking 
a hand at school teaching, he was apprenticed to learn the print- 
ing trade in the office of the Woodstock, Vt., Spirit of the Age. 
Three years later he became both editor and publisher of the 
paper, and shortly after went West in the interest of the New 
York Zvening Post, where he made the acquaintance of Mr. 
Cramer, with whom he became associated in the printing busi- 
ness at Milwaukee. He is still actively engaged in the same 
firm and business with which he has been so long and honorably 
connected. 

The growth of the co-operatives, it will be seen, has more 
than kept pace with the growth of the country. When, twenty- 
six years ago, the total number of newspapers was believed to 
be between six and seven thousand, the number of co-operatives 
was probably not more than six or seven hundred. 

This increase has resulted, first, from the great saving to the 
country publisher in cost of publication. It, moreover, enables 
him to furnish his readers with a better paper, for the co-opera- 
tive side is ably edited, and everything in it is selected with 
great care. The system has wrought great improvement in 
the home side of the newspaper ‘in making the composition and 
press-work to compare more favorably with the side printed in the 
co-operative office, which always shows the best workmanship. 

Papers not co-operative have been obliged, in order to com- 
pete successfully with them, to improve their own facilities for 
type-setting and press-work, and hence to the co-operatives is 
due, in a large measure, an improvement in the appearance of 
country weekly papers generally. 

At a time when one of the large New York dailies was re- 
duced to two cents and the numbex of its pages was multiplied, 
people said it would be a failure, but the result was that other 
New York dailies were obliged, in order to compete, to increase 
the number of their own pages, and reduce their price to corre- 
spond. This has been true of the country papers in connection 
with the co-operative printing houses. 

The weekly editions of many daily papers have declined of 
late years in circulation, because of the widespread diffusion of 
the co-operatives, and in order to compete with them they are 
offered to subscribers in combination with magazines and other 
publications at extremely low prices.

But the charac- 
teristic feature of the combination which renders it of especial 
value to advertisers is its almost exclusive possession of the 
©o-operative field in the greater part of the territory represented. 
There is no other such Company in New Engiand, the Middle 
or Southern Coast States. It is said that “ American money is 
near Atlantic tide water,”’ and that half of the entire population 
of America makes its permanent home within the boundaries of 
the “ Atlantic Coast Lists.” It appears upon examination that 
sixty per cent of these 1,450 papers are the only ones in their 
respective towns, and eighty-three per cent are the only ones in 
their towns or published in county seats. A glance at the map 
on opposite page shows both how widely and how thoroughly 
these papers circulate. 

Since 1877, Mr. James H. Beals, Jr., has been closely identi- 
fied with this Company as its president and largest stockholder. 
Mr. Beals was born in Boston, November 14, 1849. His father 
and grandfather had each been large stockholders in the Boston 
Post, and Mr. Beals’ earliest venture was in the office of that 
paper. ‘The New York Newspaper Union, from which sprung 
the Coast Lists, was founded by Mr. Aikens, and Mr. Beals 
became his successor as president and general manager. Two 
years later he established the Baltimore Newspaper Union, in 
the next year the New England Newspaper Union, and then 
the Pittsburgh, Charlotte and Birmingham Unions. The orig- 
inal list of 275 has grown under his management to number 


‘1,450 newspapers, with a weekly circulation of more than one 


million copies. Forty fast presses are required to do the print- 
ing and over forty tons of paper are consumed weekly. To 
avoid possible accidents a duplicate office, with presses, type 
and electrotyping machinery, is provided and kept in constant 
readiness for immediate use in case of fire or other disaster tc 
the parent plant. 

While under the skillful and business-like management of 
Mr. Beals the “Coast Lists’”’ have become conspicuously popular 
and remunerative to advertisers, it is evident from the experi- 
ence of others that skill and management have been necessary 
in a high degree to make them so. Heretofore where one con- 
cern has succeeded, a score have failed. The many failures 
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occurred in different parts of the United States, extending from 
the Atlantic Ocean to the Rocky Mountains; New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Columbus Chicago, St. Paul, Little 
Rock and other large ci:ies having been the fields of operation. 

These efforts to establish ready-print houses were backed by 
ample capital, but every one of the ventures ended in a complete 
collapse and great financial loss. In one instance several 
wealthy men formed a company and embarked in the enterprise. 
They soon discovered, however, that conducting a ready-print 
house required a long apprenticeship as well as a large capital, 
and abandoned the field with a loss of something like $75,000 in 
a few months. In another instance a bank account was de- 
pleted to the amount of $40,000 in less than a year, and then 
the too sanguine promoters determined to seek some other busi- 
ness investment. 

The only ready-print houses which have avoided the fate out- 
lined above are the ones whose owners and managers have grown 
gray in the business. Their success has only been accomplished 
after many years of continuous application, study and labor, 
together with the investment of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars.

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THE ANNUAL REVISION OF THE AMERICAN 
NEWSPAPER DIRECTORY. 


Publishing a Newspaper Directory 
for twenty-six consecutive years, and 
attempting to couvey information about 
circulations that shall be fair and free 
from bias, has revealed the necessity 
for following fixed rules. If a pub- 
lisher’s statement is to be taken as 
true, and he is to be held responsible, 
it is as important for him as for others 
that what he says shall be plain and 
definite, and that what he does set forth 
shall be not only what he intended, but 
also what a reader shall be justified in 
thinking was intended. It should be 
borne in mind that circulation ratings 
in a directory are not based upon 
editions that the publisher is putting 
forth at the time the bookis consulted 
by an advertiser, but upon those that 
were issued during the eariier period 
covered by the report upon which the 
circulation rating was based. 





The reproduction here shown il- 
‘lustrates the necessity for an annual 
revision of the American Newspaper 
Directory. The right-hand column is 
cut from the book for 1893, and shows 
the papers that have ceased to exist, 
changes in circulation ratings and other 
needed corrections, while the left-hand 
column is composed entirely of new 
publications that did not have a place 
in the book for the preceding year, 


Circulation ratings accorded in the 
American Newspaper Directory for 
1894 represent the average issue of the 
publication for the year preceding the 
date of the report. Practically they 
represent the average issue for the year 
1893. Ratings stated in figures, or by 
letters followed by one asterisk, are, in 
all cases, based upon a report fur- 
nished by the publisher. Such ratings 
are absolutely reliable. The publishers 
of the Directory pay a reward of $100 
for each and every case where it shall 
be proved that a paper rated in figures, 
or by a letter folluwed by one asterisk, 
was not entitled to the rating accorded. 

It occasionally happens that a news- 
paper man who conducts business on 
a plan that leads him to think dishon- 
orable courses as natural for others as 
they are to himself, is led into giving 
expression to the view that circulation 





ratings in the Directory are matters of 
bargain and sale. A case of this sort 
coming to the notice of the Directory 
publishers caused them to answer as 
follows :

Publishers American Newspaper Directory. 

To becorrectly rated it is only neces- 
sary for a publisher to know what his 
edition has been for a year preceding 
the date of his report, be willing to set 
forth the facts as they were, date the 
statement and sign it with a pen. 
Every such report, delivered to the 
publishers of the Directory before 
January 16th, 1894, was accepted and 
believed, and the paper was rated 
in accordance. A reward of $25 will 
be at the service of any and every pub- 
lisher who proves that he handed in 
such a report, and that it was not be- 
lieved, accepted and his paper accorded 
the circulation rating established by the 
statement. 

The following are some of the rules 
which are in force at the office of the 
American Newspaper Directory. They 
are of interest because they not only 
show the plan of conducting an annual 
revision, but also because to have them 
plainly set down permits of intelligent 
criticism and leads to the discovery of 
methods that may not be the best, and 
makes possible the adoption in their 
place of such as promise results that 
shall be better and more satisfactory.

INSTRUCTIONS TO THE EDITOR, 


What Papers to be Included and 
What to be Rejected. 


SECOND-CLASS MAIL MATTER. 


Unless there are strong reasons to the con- 
trary, the name of a publication that is not 
admitted to the United States mails as second- 
class matter will not be entered in the Direct- 
ory. And under the same restrictions, a pub- 
lication that is admitted as second-class shall 
be entered in the Directory, 


EPHEMERAL PUBLICATIONS 
OMITTED. 


The object had in view in publishing the 
Directory is to make it an actual catalogue of 
the legitimate press. It is desirable that pub- 
lications of ephemeral character, such as are 
not legitimate periodicals in fact, sha!l not 
appear. In order that some rule may obtain 
by which it can be decided whether a paper 
shall be catalogued or not, the following is 
adopted: 

Rue.—If in doubt whether a publication 
shall be included or excluded, ALWAYS 
EXCLUDE IT. 


COMBINED CIRCULATIONS. 


Where one or more editions are issued by 
a newspaper for another town or village, in 
the catalogue,afterthe word ‘* publisher,” the 
words “ prints an edition for’’ [naming town], 
or “prints special editions for neighboring 
towns” shall be added, and thecirculation rat- 
ing in such cases reads “combined circu- 
lation.” All other mention of the extra ‘** edi- 
tions’? is omitted. 


PAPERS NOT TO BE CATALOGUED 
TWICE, 


In revising, that feature which formerly led 
t» cataloguing, under one paper, the name of 
other publications issued by the same pub- 
lisher, is omitted. 


WHERE CATALOGUED. 


In cases where a paper is dated from two 
places, it is indexed under the one where 
it is entered as second-class matter ; but may 
be described as “‘dated also at” (naming 
the other city or town). 


REPORTS FROM PUBLISHERS. 


When the report or description of a paper 
that has been forwarde:| to a publisher for re- 
vision comes back bea: ing a mark of acquies- 
cence, or bearing no mark whatever, its return 
will be taken as evidence that the publisher has 
examined it and had no corrections to make ; 
and the same will be treated as from the hand 
of the publisher. 


CIRCULATION RATINGS. 


CIRCULATION RATINCS CANNOT 
BE OMITTED. 


The Directory is intended to contain a com- 
plete catalogue of all newspapers published, 
and neither the name nor the circulation rat- 
ing «f a paper can be omitted in response to a 
request to that effect. A compliance with 
such a request would cause the Directory to 
be less than complete. 


CIRCULATION RATINGS 
CLASSIFICATIONS. 


The classification and rating in the Direc- 
tory for 1895 will be determined by what is 
believed to have been the regular issue of 
the publication for an entire year preceding 
the date upon which the statement is signed ; 
which date will not be earlier than December 
15, 1894, or later than January 16, 1895. 


AND 


A QUIRE AND A REAM. 


A quire is 24 sheets, and not 2s. 
A ream is 480 sheets, and not 500, 
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TWELVE SHEETS AND SOMETIMES 
LESS TO THE QUIRE. 


Areport giving the number of quires used 
each week (instead of the actual number of 
copies printed) may mean for an eight-page 
paper one-half the actual issue reported in 
quires. A $100 forfeit has once been paid 
upon a deceptive circulation report of this 
sort. In each case of this kind it is fourrd ad- 
visable to look at the paper. Ifa paper has 
four pages there are 24 copies to the quire. 
If eight pages, it will not be safe to allow for 
more thau twelve papers to the quire. 


AVERAGE AND SMALLEST ISSUE. 


When a publisher furnishes a true statement 
in detail showing the actual number of copies 
of each and every issue for the preceding year, 
the aggregate number and the average each 
issue, the statemeut being dated and properly 
signed, he shall be rated “actual average for 
the past year” (giving the average number 
shown by the figures in the report), Whena 
publisher states truly that ‘* no issue for the 
period of a full year preceding has been less 
than a certain number,’ ’ the statement being 
duly dated and signed, the papers)all be rated 
“smallest issue during the year” (giving the 
number shown by the report). 


HIS AVERAGE ISSUE, 


In cases where ‘a paper reports that it 
printed a certain specitied number each and 
every issue for the year past, the same num- 
ber every issue, 1t shall be reported ‘*aver- 
age’’ instead of *‘ smallest edition.” 


A STATEMENT COVERING A FULL 
YEAR. 


To report his circulation in such a way as 
actually toconvey information toan inquirer, it 
is deemed necessary that a publisher shall state 
what it has been foranentire year, The facts 
as they have been for a day, a week, or a 
month are worth something, but a statement 
covering a year is still more valuable. 


THE PAST IS SECURE AND MAY BE 
RELIED ON. 


No publisher can be certain what his circula- 
tion will be fora yeartocome. He may ve dead. 

is office may burn. His paper may pass into 
other hands. He can be positive, however, 
how many copies he has issued for the year that 
has passed, and advertisers think that they can 
judge more intelligently from a true statement 
of what a circulation has been than from any 
sort of a statement of what a publisher be- 
lieves that it will be. 


SIGNED WITH A PEN. 
Acirculation statement to be entirely satis- 
factory should be signed with a pen, but nev- 
ertheless, when a statement is signed with a 
pencil, legibly, with due care and apparently 
in good faith, it may be accepted. 


SIGNED BY ONE IN AUTHORITY. 


If signed with a hand stamp, or with initials 
only, or by some person whose authority to 
sign is not known or stated, it cannot be ac- 
cepted as one the accuracy of which it will be 
safe to guarantee by the usual $100 forfeit. 


RATED WITH ONE ASTERISK. 


When a publisher has furnished a statement 
that is believed to be true, covering the period 
of a full ‘year, but not definite enough to 

rmit his circulation to be stated in exact 

ures, a rating letter is assigned in accord- 
ance with his claim, and is followed by one 


“or smallest, 
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N ERROR MAY HAVE BEEN MADE, 

When a publisher states what has been his 
averace circulation for the past year, and the 
siatement is made definitely and ts fully signed 
and dated (but without giving the exact figures 
of each issue), it still fa ils to entitle him to 
the rating letter followed by one asterisk, be- 
cause the Editor of the Directory cught to see 
the figures by which the result was arrived at, 
so that he may know that the calculation was 
made with careand accuracy. A mistake may 
have been made, which a glance at the figures 
would reveal. In cases of this sort, where 
the publisher’s statement appears reasonable, 
and the average shown is considerably higher 
than the lowest significance of the rating 
letter, to which it appears to entitle him, 
the letter may be accorded, followed by 
one asterisk, or two, whichever the case seems 
to warrant. 


THE ERROR MAY BE UNEARTHED. 
Asufficient reason why it will be better that 
a publisher’s statement (unaccompanied by 
figures in detail) as to what has been 
his average circulation ought not to be 
accepted bythe Editor of the Directory as en- 
tirely satisfactory may be found in the un- 
deubted fact that no publisher can tell what 
his average circulation has been without first 
having caused tle figures to be set down and 
the necessary calculations made; and when 
that has been done, he may just as well 
send the ficures themselves to be placed on 
file at the office of the Directory. The figures 
in detail are more convincing, and an examina- 
tion of them will prove that the calculation 
was accurate, or afford an opp \rtunity for the 
discovery of error if any has been made. 


CIRCULATIONS STATED IN PLAIN 
FIGURES. 

A large number of newspapers fail to un- 
derstand that the actual circulation average, 
for the year past, in plain 
figures, will be stated in the Directory if 
wanted. Every attempt is made to con- 
vey information on this point in a way 
that no publisher can fail to comprehend. 
If a paper by setting forth what its actual is- 
sue has been can show itself entitled to be 
rated “lowest issue in a year 850,” or “‘ aver- 
age issue for a year 2,249,” it is wiser in 
such cases to obtain an exact rating in Arabic 
figures than to have the rating indicated by 
the letter J, followed by one asterisk (*), or 
two (**), as is done when the publisher sends 
a statement that cannot be accepted as filling 
the requirements that have been adopted as 
to definiteness. 


QUITE HIGH ENOUGH. 

Ifa publisher returns a report without any 
remarks a!out his circulation rating, or fails to 
make any response to the application made to 
him for definite information, it is to be taken 
as an admission that the rating at preseat ac- 
corded him is high enough, whatever else may 
be said about it. In the absence of other in- 
formation the rating in such a case is gener- 
ally reduced one step. 

TWO ASTERISKS—AND ONE, 

A rating stated by a letter either alone or 
followed by one asterisk (*) is considered to 
have been reduced ONE S'FP if two as- 
terisks (**) are attached. A rating by letter 
followed by two asterisks (**) will be reduced 
one step by changing it to the next lower rate 
ing letter also followed by two asterisks, A 
riting im Arabic figures is treated as if 
it were a letter rating followed by one as~ 
terisk, 
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TO AVOID TOO MUCH CORRESPOND- 
ENCE WITH THE SMALLER 
PAPERS. 


On account of the enormous number of peri- 
odicals having a nominal subscription list or 
sale,it is found advisable to avoid devoting too 
much time to inquiries concerning dailies not 
likely to be entitled to be rated above K; to 
weeklies, tri-weeklies, or semi-wecklies not 
likely to be entitled to be rated above J ; or to 
bi-weeklies, semi-imonthlies, or quarterlies not 
likely to be entitled to be raied above G (see 
key, delow).

TWO ASTERISKS. 


When a publisher furnishes a statement, 
upon the accuracy of which the Editor of the 
Directory does not feei warranted in risking 
the $100 forfeit on account of indefiniteness of 
expression, not being properly signed, or from 
any otlier regularity, the paper in such case 
is not always rated in the class that seems 
to be claimed for it, and the rating assigned 
isalways marked with two asterisks. Where 
one asterisk is given the rating is always in 
accordance with the publisher’s claim and its 
correctness is cuaranteed. Where two aster- 
isks are used the rating may or may not be in 
accordance with the publisher’s claim, and 
its correctness is not guaranteed. It may print 
less, it may print more. 


THE PINK CIRCULAR. 


When a report is received which does not 
entitle a publisher to as good a rating as it 
may be possible for him to have if he would 
take more care in making out his report, a 
communication is sent to him, indicating 
what sort of a rating he will receive, and con- 
veying the information that there is still time 
for preparing and sending in a report such as 
will entitle him to a better rating if he desires 
tosendone. The circular conveying this in- 
formation is spoken of in the office as the 
* pink circular.” 


REPLIES THAT DO NOT FIT THE 
CASE. 

When a reply to the pink circular is such 
as will not change the rating already decided 
upon, but makes it appear probable that to 
return it may yet bring such information as 
will lead to an improved rating, it may be re- 
turned, but no record need be kept of the 
transaction, because in the absence of further 
information the case stands precisely as it did 
before the communication that was returned 
came to hand. 

RATINGS TO BE REDUCED. 

Inasmuch as it is so plainly set forth that it 
is desired that circulation reports shall cover 
the period of a full year, a statement of actual 
issues, when it comes to hand cevering a 
shorter time than a year, shall be considered 
a; indicating that a state-nent covering a full 
year would show a lower average issue. 


~ 
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PAINSTAKING NOT SPARED. 

When in doubt about whether to return 
a report toa paper for additional informa- 
tion or not, always return, and if in doubt 
about whether to take the trouble to write ‘a 
letter to a paper for the purpose of explaining 
matters, getting better information, or en- 
abling the publisher to send additional infor- 
mation that will secure him a better rating, 
always write. 


REPORTS FROM OTHER PUBLISH- 
ERS, 


In a town where one paper gives informa- 
tion about its circulation that is definite and 
satisfactory, and another gives information 
the accuracy of which no one would be justi- 
fied in guaranteeing in the form in which it 
is given, a great deal of consideration is 
paid to statements about the circulation of 
rival publications made by the publisher 
who has furnished definite and satisfac- 
tory information about his own; and very 
little to statements about the circulation of 
his rivals that are made by the publisher who 
has declined or failed to make a satisfactory 
statement about his own. 


INDEFINITE INFORMATION NOT 
VALUABLE. 


A circulation rating shall not be increased 
on the latest information received from a pub- 
lisher unless it is such as will justify the Di- 
rectory in guaranteeing the accuracy vf the 
increased rating. 


CIRCULATION RATINGS EXPRESSED 
BY LETTERS. 


Publishers who refrain from furnishing any 
information about circulation are rated by 
capital letters, the meaning of which is made 
known by the key. These ratings repre- 
sent the opinion of the Editor of the Direct- 
ory at the time of going to press, based 
upon information obtained from outside 
sources, and uninfluenced by any recent au- 
thentic information from office of publication. 


DEFINITE CLAIMS, IN GOOD FAITH. 


Where a publisher claims a higher rating 
than has been given, and seems to be in good 
faith, it may be permissible to refrain trom 
reducing the rating, even although the pub- 
lisher’s method of setting up his claim for a 
higher rating is not as definite as it ought to 
be; but a rating isin no case to be advanced 
on any other than a definite claim, the accu- 
racy of which it will be safe for the Directory 
to guarantee by the usual $100 forfeit. 


RATINGS CLASSED TOO HIGH, 

If the Directory rates a circulation too 
high that closes the door to any information 
on the subject from the office of the paper. 
The publisher thinks he has nothing to vain 
but something to lose by agitating the matter. 
On the other hand, a paper that has actually is- 
sued a larger edition regularly than it is cred- 
ited with is more willing to give information. 
In cases of uncertainty it will tend more 
toward accuracy in the long run if a paper is 
classed a little too low than if it is classed too 
high. 

WEEKLIES IN CONNECTION WITH 
DAILIES. 
In cases where a daily and a weekly both 


have the same rating, and both are to be cut 
down according to rule, no new information

being received, the weekly sha!l be generally 
cut two steps instead of one; because the 
tendency of the times is to greatly reduce the 
circulation of weeklies, peopie nowadays pre- 
ferring dailies at the low prices at which they 
are now sold. 


RULES FOR OBTAINING AND 
ENTERING NEW NEWS- 
PAPERS.

ist. The list of pericdicals entered at the 
Post-Office Department at Washington as 
second-class matter. 

2d. The lists of newspapers printed by the 
various co-operative companies or newspaper 
unions. 

3d. Newspapers referred to in press clip- 
pings and current correspondence. 

4th. New newspapers reported to the Direct- 
ory by other publishers during the work of 
revision. 

5th. Other published lists and catalogues. 

Each new newspaper that is heard of shall 
be looked up, and a postpaid wrapper mailed 
for a sampie copy. 

All new newspapers as received shall be en- 
tere| and described on cards prepared for that 
purpose, but no new newspapers sha!l be en- 
tered in the 1895 Directory unless a copy of 
the same is received by the Directory De- 
partment bearing a date later than September 
30, 1894. 

NEW PAPERS NOT RATED. 

When the name of a paper appears in the 
Directory for the first time, no circulation 
rating is ever accorded, unless it is the succes- 
sor of another previously described in the Di- 
rectory. If its printed volume and numbet 
dates from the previous issues of its successor, 
a rating may be given; but if it begins with 
Vol. I. No. 1, it shall be treated as a new pa- 
per and not rated. 

Directory copy for new newspapers shall be 
written out in full on white paper and given 
to the printerin that form, ‘The printer shall 
put the type on galleys by States, and furnish 
proofs, These proofs shall be cut and pasted 
on Directory copy. 


FINAL APPLICATION. 


An examination of the office files shall be 
made for a copy of each paper that failed to 
make response. Such as are found shall be 
examined and noted. To such as are not 
found, a wrapper for a sample copy shall be 
mailed, ina return stamped envelope, and if 
no copy or any information is obtained before 
February rst the paver will still be catalogued 
in the Directory, but instead of a description 
and circulation rating, the name of the paper 
is followed by a dagger (+), which indicates 
that the paper may be dead, 


ADVERTISEMENTS. 


As fast as advertisements are received they 
are put in type and a proof sent to the 
advertiser. After waiting a suitable time, an 
electrotype is made of the advertisement, and 


the position it is to occupy is designated. 
Care must be taken to avoid selling the 
same position to two persons.

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MEMORANDUM OF PLAN OF 
PUBLICATION. 


The printer begins the revision February 
rst. The type to be kept standing in gal- 
leys without being made up in pages. The 
first revision sha!l be completed March rsth. 

Making up forms for the press will be begun 
March 16th. The only corrections in- 
tended to be made in the galleys shal! be the 
insertion of references to advertising pages. 
Other changes may be made for sufficient 
reasons, but they should be few. 

Four (4) forms a day (64 paves) shall be 
printed, all the printing shall be completed 
April rsth, ‘he book completed April 30th. 


Without advertising patronage it 
would not be possible to issue a news- 
paper directory; for the sale of the 
book is not sufficiently great to repay 
the cost of publication. In times 
past it has been the custom to accept 
advertising orders payable in exchange 
advertising. This practice has been 
most unfair to good papers and re- 
sulted in burdening the volume with 
a mass of advertisements so great that 
it may be doubted if they were of much 
service to any one. It compelled a 
good paper to pay an exorbitant rate, 
in space as good as gold, while in some 
instances papers of very little impor- 
tance used whole pages, for which their 
own columns could hardly make a suit- 
able return; and some of these, by ceas- 
ing to exist, avoided paying anything. 
The injustice of this method was made 
plain by the experience of 1893, the 
book for that year having contained 
$130,000 of this exchange advertising. 
A persistent effort to sell this space to 
leading advertisers at twenty cents on 
the dollar failed to find a purchaser or 
even to secure a bid. In the edition 
for 1894, although the price demanded 
for advertisements was lower, the num- 
ber sent in was barely one-tenth as 
many as in preceding years. All, how- 
ever, were from papers of importance. 
All set forth statements of interest te 
advertisers. Every one was paid for in 
cash, and had a position that made it 
certain to be-seen at a time when the 
users of the book are making plans for 
an advertising campaign. 

After an examination of the new ar- 
rangement and its select advertisements 
every observer admits that now the ad- 
vertisements are a valuable feature, in- 
teresting and useful to those seeking 
information, and satisfactory and profit- 
able to those who have been wise 
enough to incur the expense of placing 
the most salient points in favor of their 
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journals conspicuously before the eyes 
of those who are glad to know the 
facts that the publisher has conspicu- 
ously and tersely stated. 

Progressive publishers of successful 
newspapers perceive that, inasmuch 
as the Directory circulation ratings 
deal only with what the circulation of 
a paper has been for the period of 
twelve months preceding the date of 
the statement upon which the circula- 
tion rating was based, it is a valuable 
privilege to be able to obtain space in 
which there may be published simul- 


taneously a statement calculated to in- 
terest the advertising public on the 
subject of what the circulation is at 
present, or will be for a year to come. 

The publishers of the Directory 
guarantee the accuracy of their own 
ratings by a $100 forfeit, but state- 
ments made in an advertisement are 
taken upon the presumed good faith of 
the publisher responsible for them. 
Of this good faith it is hoped that no 
one who uses the American Newspaper 
Directory may ever have occasion to 
express a dount.

When the genial, always popular 
and generally sensible and wise Col. 
J. W. Scott, manager of the Chicago 
Herald, inaugurated the original jour- 
nalistic idea that for a newspaper to 
invest money in advertising was a sin;

to form an association, one of. the ob- 
jects of which was to collect fines from 
members whenever one of them should 
advertise in a newspaper like PRINT- 
ERS’ INK, he did not anticipate the im- 
mense success that was to be achieved 
by his brand new idea. 

Not very long since one of Chicago's 
leading dailies devoted a full page to 
an iilustration of a side of an immense 
building, covered with gigantic letters, 
setting forth the importance of its own 

enterprising journal. The idea seems 


and in the Chicago Hera/d of Sunday, 
Nov. 11, nearly a full page is filled 
with pictures demonstrating the growth 
of sign advertising, and expressing re- 
grets that the city should be so disfig- 
ured by the natural outcome of Col.

It has lost all sense of decorum and fiiness in 
the matter of explo‘ting wares, and is without 
the bounds of reason onthe subject of painted 
announcements and colorec printing. There 
is a prulonzed, increasing and continuing 
spasm of indecorous display, a rioting night- 
mare of solicitation, a bewildering, coufusing, 
offending jumble of sign. It is everywhere. 
It is on every material and in every siiape. It 
meets and fills and distracts the eye wherever 
you go. It heaps the claims of the article you 
do not want over the announcements of the 
article you do want. On the street it shuts 
out landscape and humanity alike. iown- 
town it rushes upon you from every direction, 
yelling in red, shrieking in yellow, clubbing 
you with exaggerated blacks and mocking 
your soul with impo-sible pinks and blues.

Look out of the 
window and the projecting sides of houses, 
the roofs, the vacant spaces between windows, 
the thresholds, the curbstones, the telegraph

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DRUG STORE ADVERTISING. 
‘By an Observing Customer. 

The druggist should be among the 
most diligent of local advertisers. No 
retailer needs more the assistance of 
constant advertising or could hope for 
directer returns from it. He needs it 
because a large part of his wares are 
things that one can usually do without, 
however much, in their small way, 
they help to make life agreeable or 
wholesome. It is only for the bed- 
rock staples that consumers go hunt- 
ing, and even as to these the seiler 
that gets the greatest publicity will do 
the most business. 

Now, as to the consequences of good 
advertising in the case of a druggist. 
He has an almost infinite variety of 
medicinal, toilet and fancy products, 
not bulky for a purchaser to carry or 
to keep at home, and not calling fora 
large expenditure at a single purchase. 
‘These are generally things not made 
because of a public outcry for them, 
but because the makers believe that 
when the public gets acquainted with 
them it will buy and use them. Hence, 
they are just such articles as ought to 
be advertised, to bring them into no- 
tice and keep them there, and that be- 
ing well done, there will be neither 
doubt nor difficulty in tracing the rela- 
tion between advertisements and sales. 
This is one of the most gratifying ex- 
periences to an advertiser, the ability 
to discover the direct and immediate 
resuits of his advertising, and it is 
open to the druggist in a marked de- 
gree, because so much of his stock 
consists in things that minister to the 
convenience and comfort of life rather 
than to its prime necessities. Like 
the jeweler, he knows the difference 
between things that people must have 
and other things they ought to have, 
and will have when their interest in 
them.is suitably awakened. 

An important part of a druggist’s 
stock consists of the so-called patent 
medicines. The proprietors of these 
spare neither pains nor money in stim- 
ulating a popular demand for them, 
but the retailer still has his part to per- 
form in enlarging their use in his own 
field, and turning the demand in the 
direction of his own store. 

The modern pharmacy is a pocket 
edition of the department store, hav- 
ing a multitudinous variety of things 
to sell, but in smaller parcels and 
values. None will dispute that, to the 
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department store, persistent advertis- 
ing is the breath of life. Stop the ad- 
vertising, stop the issuing of newspa- 
pers, and the great store would sink 
beneath the burden of its accumula- 
tions. Is it too much to say that the 
department store is at once the creat- 
ure and the dependent of a system of 
advertising as vast as itself ? 

In the same degree that the modern 
pharmacy resembles the department 
store in its constitution should it fol- 
low the methods of its bigger brother, 
and high up among these is the prac- 
tice of systematic and forceful adver- 
tising. Resemblance, however, is not 
identity, but likeness with a difference. 
Hence, in the advertising work of a 
large drug store, what is wanted is not 
imitation of the advertisements of a de- 
partment store, but assimilation to 
them. The druggist has his own pub- 
lic, with particular wants and dispo- 
sitions to which he must cater, and 
which resorts often to his pharmacy 
from different motives and in different 
moods from those in which it throngs 
to the department store. The com- 
pounding of remedies, once the chief 
business of an apothecary, has become 
overshadowed by his trade in propri- 
etary medicines and fancy articles. 
Still must he, however, keep a sharp 
eye upon the up-to-date physician who 
demands for his patient the purest ele- 
ments, the latest additions to the 
pharmacopia, and the exactest propor- 
tions ; also, upon the sick of the neigh- 
borhood, who, restored to health, will 
be thenceforth esteemed patrons of the 
miscellaneous departments of the phar- 
macy. Therefore should the prescrip- 
tion department be kept conspicuous, 
attractive and efficient, and by no 
means slighted in the system of adver- 
tising. 

In the department of ready-made 
medicines the competing specifics are 
so numerous, and their alleged cura- 
tive or alleviative properties so wide, 
that the best way to advertise that part 
of the business is to make, for a single 
advertisement, a short selection of well 
known preparations, saying some good 
and effective words for each of them. 
No two of these remedies should be in 
the same field of ailments, becau 
would breed uncertainty in 
of a reader as to which to 
so impair the efficiency 
tisement.

It is foolish for the retail grocers 
of New York and Brooklyn to com- 
plain of the competition of the big, 
retail dry goods stores. There is 
no friendship or sentiment in busi- 
ness. If the people discover they 
can purchase their tea and sugar cheaper 
at a dry goods store than at a grocery, 
they will purchase them there. Per- 
haps, one reason why the grocers find 
it so difficult to compete with the dry 
goods man is that the latter are liberal 
advertisers, while the former scarcely 
advertise at all. 





Most of the foreign concerns which 
have entered the American advertising 
field seem to cultivate it very profitably. 
There are relatively fewer failures 
among them than among the American 
advertisers, One reason for this is 
that they generally have an article 
whose inerits have been demonstrated 
by its successful advertising in Euro- 
pean countries. Another reason is 
that they usually have plenty of capi- 
tal, which enables them to -continue 
advertising sufficiently long to secure 
results. Another reason for their suc- 
cess is that, realizing their lack of ex- 
perience, they invariably place their 
business in the hands of a firs 
agency instead of trying to atten tu st 
themselves, 
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DRUG STORE ADVERTISING. 
‘By an Observing Customer. 

The druggist should be among the 
most diligent of local advertisers. No 
retailer needs more the assistance of 
constant advertising or could hope for 
directer returns from it. He needs it 
because a large part of his wares are 
things that one can usually do without, 
however much, in their small way, 
they help to make life agreeable or 
wholesome. It is only for the bed- 
rock staples that consumers go hunt- 
ing, and even as to these the seiler 
that gets the greatest publicity will do 
the most business. 

Now, as to the consequences of good 
advertising in the case of a druggist. 
He has an almost infinite variety of 
medicinal, toilet and fancy products, 
not bulky for a purchaser to carry or 
to keep at home, and not calling fora 
large expenditure at a single purchase. 
‘These are generally things not made 
because of a public outcry for them, 
but because the makers believe that 
when the public gets acquainted with 
them it will buy and use them. Hence, 
they are just such articles as ought to 
be advertised, to bring them into no- 
tice and keep them there, and that be- 
ing well done, there will be neither 
doubt nor difficulty in tracing the reJa- 
tion between advertisements and sales. 
This is one of the most gratifying ex- 
periences to an advertiser, the ability 
to discover the direct and immediate 
resuits of his advertising, and it is 
open to the druggist in a marked de- 
gree, because so much of his stock 
consists in things that minister to the 
convenience and comfort of life rather 
than to its prime necessities. Like 
the jeweler, he knows the difference 
between things that people must have 
and other things they ought to have, 
and will have when their interest in 
them.is suitably awakened. 

An important part. of a druggist’s 
stock consists of the so-called patent 
medicines. The proprietors of these 
spare neither pains nor money in stim- 
ulating a popular demand for them, 
but the retailer still has his part to per- 
form in enlarging their use in his own 
field, and turning the demand in the 
direction of his own store. 

The modern pharmacy is a pocket 
edition of the department store, hav- 
ing a multitudinous variety of things 
to sell, but in smaller parcels and 
values. None will dispute that, to the 
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department store, persistent advertis- 
ing is the breath of life. Stop the ad- 
vertising, stop the issuing of newspa- 
pers, and the great store would sink 
beneath the burden of its accumula- 
tions. Is it too much to say that the 
department store is at once the creat- 
ure and the dependent of a system of 
advertising as vast as itself ? 

In the same degree that the modern 
pharmacy resembles the department 
store in its constitution should it fol- 
low the methods of its bigger brother, 
and high up among these is the prac- 
tice of systematic and forceful adver- 
tising. Resemblance, however, is not 
identity, but likeness with a difference. 
Hence, in the advertising work of a 
large drug store, what is wanted is not 
imitation of the advertisements of a de- 
partment store, but assimilation to 
them. The druggist has his own pub- 
lic, with particular wants and dispo- 
sitions to which he must cater, and 
which resorts often to his pharmacy 
from different motives and in different 
moods from those in which it throngs 
to the department store. The com- 
pounding of remedies, once the chief 
business of an apothecary, has become 
overshadowed by his trade in propri- 
etary medicines and fancy articles. 
Still must he, however, keep a sharp 
eye upon the up-to-date physician who 
demands for his patient the purest ele- 
ments, the latest additions to the 
pharmacopia, and the exactest propor- 
tions ; also, upon the sick of the neigh- 
borhood, who, restored to health, will 
be thenceforth esteemed patrons of the 
miscellaneous departments of the phar- 
macy. Therefore should the prescrip- 
tion department be kept conspicuous, 
attractive and efficient, and by no 
means slighted in the system of adver- 
tising. 

In the department of ready-made 
medicines the competing specifics are 
so numerous, and their alleged cura- 
tive or alleviative properties so wide, 
that the best way to advertise that part 
of the business is to make, for a single 
advertisement, a short selection of well 
known preparations, saying some good 
and effective words for each of them. 
No two of these remedies should be in 
the same field of ailments, because thai 
would breed uncertainty in the mind 
of a reader as to which to choose, and 
so impair the efficiency of the adver- 
tisement. A good advertiser will be 
able to cover the whole list of popular 
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remedies within a suitable time, and 
without letting them get in each other’s 
way. 

A permissible and even desirable 
variation of the above scheme of ad- 
vertising is to sometimes advertise the 
ailments in their seasons of prevalence, 
and invite the public to the pharmacy 
for one of the tried and approved spe- 
cifics. 

Some druggists make a specialty of 
preparations put up by themselves, 
‘This may answer for those who, by 
judicious and sustained advertising and 
other aids to business, have gained a 
large and assured position in the re- 
tail world. But the majority of re- 
tailers could not put up proprietary 
preparations so cheaply and effectively 
as the manufacturers, nor compete with 
the popularity obtained for those spe- 
cifics by extensive advertising. 

Space is left for only a word respect- 
ing the advertising of the toilet and 
fancy goods of a pharmacy. For this, 
the advertisements of the great depart- 
ment stores furnish the readiest and 
best models, remembering, of course, 
that they are speaking to hundreds in 
each line of attraction, where the 
largest pliarmacy can hope only for 

tens of possible customers.

A SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 


People who have an idea that a large 
popuiation is essential to the support 
of a metropolitan daily journal find it 
hard to understand how the publica- 
tion of the Seattle Post-Jntelligencer 
can be conducted on metropolitan lines 
in the thinly inhabited Northwest. In 
many respects the Post-/ntelligencer 
is equal to many papers published in 
the thickly peopled sections of the 
East. ‘lhe explanation of this is said 
to lie in the fact that while it counts 
among its patrons the great bulk of the 
people of its section, most other daily 
journals have to rely on the support of 
only a small proportion of the popula. 
tions of their sections. 

The Seattle Post-Intelligencer is the 
direct successor of the first newspaper 
published in Seattle, and of the first 
newspaper issued in the Territory of 
Washington as well—the Pioneer and 
Democrat, published in 1852, at Olym- 
pia. In addition to this, it is the direct 
successor of the first newspaper printed 
in Tacoma, The Pioneer and Democrat 
ceased to exist in 1861. The Over- 
fand Press was then founded, using 
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the Pioneer and Democrat material. 
The Overland Press was issued but a 
short time and was the first territorial 
paper to appear oftener than once a 
week, it being issued as a tri-weekly. 
It was succeeded by the Pacific Tri- 
dune, which was the first daily journal 
to be published in Washington Terri- 
tory. The Z7ribune was owned by 
Mr. Thomas W. Prosch, who moved 
it to Tacoma in 1873, where he issued 
it for a year as a daily, and for two 
years as a weekly. In 1875 Mr. 
Prosch moved his publication offices to 
Seattle, where he continued to publish 
until 1878, when the 7ridume was 
merged in the Seattle Intelligencer. 
This latter paper was issued in 1867 
as a weekly, succeeding in direct line 
all the papers published in Seattle prior 
tothat time. It subsequently absorbed 
the daily and weekly Dispatch, as well 
as the daily and weekly 7ribune. The 
Intelligencer first saw light in 1876. 
In 1879 Samuel L. Crawford and Mr. 
Prosch bought The Jntelligencer from 
Thad. Hanford, and conducted it un- 
til 1881, waen Mr. Prosch purchased 
Mr. Crawford’s half interest, and with 
John Leary and Geo. W. Harris, 
owners of the Seattle Post, consoli- 
dated it with the latter paper as 7%e 
Post-Intelligencer. In 1884 Mr. Prosch 
purchased the stock belonging to these 
gentlemen and became the sole owner 
of the paper until 1886, when he sold 
out to a syndicate, which a few months 
later sold it to Mr. L. S. J. Hunt, who 
retained a controlling interest in the 
paper up to June I, 1894, when he 
disposed of it to Hon. Frederick J. 
Grant, James D. Hoge, Jr., and G. 
H. Heilbron, all of Seattle. The 
first-named gentleman, who had been 
editor-in-chief of the paper, was lost 
on the ill-fated steamship Ivanhoe, 
and the two latter gentlemen are now 
the principal owners of the paper.

MONEY spent in injudicious adver- 
tising possesses a characteristic that 
also belongs to the borrowed umbrella 
—it never returns, 
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BOOKLETS. 
By P. Nathan, of ‘The Lotus Press.” 


As an accessory to newspaper adver- 
tising a booklet is invaluable. That is 
to say, that in connection with the ad- 
vertising that a house does in newspa- 
pers, a well-written and well-printed 
booklet will increase and prolong the 
benefits of the original investment. In 
the average newspaper ad it is not pos- 
sible to say as much as may be neces- 
sary to make a customer of every one 
who reads it ; and while there will bea 
great many direct sales made through 
the ad, yet there will remain a goodly 
number of persons who might also be 
customers, but with whom more detail 
is necessary, and it is for this class of 
readers that the booklet is needed. 

‘*Send for our handsome booklet,” 
is a line that is becoming popular in 
newspaper ads ; if a person is suffici- 
ently interested in the advertised goods 
to write for a booklet, the advertiser 
will have the benefit of another hear- 
ing from that individual by sending a 
booklet, and the shrewd advertiser 
cheerfully responds, and in very many 
instances these riames receive further 
attention until a sale is known to have 
been effected or that further effort is 
useless. Of course it sometimes hap- 
pens that the person writing for -the 
booklet has no intention of purchasing 
the goods advertised, but even then it 
will be well tocomply with the request, 
for if your booklet be well written and 
gotten up handsomely enough to at- 
tract special attention it may indirectly 
fall into the hands of some one else 
who will find in it that which will in- 
duce him to become a customer. 

Successful advertisers fully appreci- 
ate the value of booklets and know the 
importance of having something ele- 
gant, and many of them issue what are 
really souvenirs, and are the result of 
considerable artistic taste and a gener- 
ous outlay of money. The best kind 
are devoid of all advertising matter on 
the outside covers, and indeed have 
very little appearance of being an ad- 
vertisement even in the letter-press ; 
they are written entertainingly and to 
the point, and are abundantly illus- 
trated by artists of merit, and are fre- 
quently printed in colors. Such a 
bookiet will not be consigned to the 
waste-basket, and if the original news- 
paper ad was the means of bringing 
the booklet into the hands of a pras 
spective customer, in nine cases out of

ten the booklet will act as a salesman, 
and may be the means of gaining many 
customers. It is good advertising and 
pays handsome returns if properly 
done. 

A ‘‘newspaper ad” and a ‘“‘hand- 
some booklet” are the right and left 
bowers when ‘“‘successful advertising” 
is trumps. 


HOW TO GET FREE ADVERTIS- 
ING LEGITIMATELY. 
‘By Fohn Z. ‘Rogers. 

There is hardly a firm, corporation 
or individual in this country that does 
not value free advertising. To the 
former it is valuable from a business 
standpoint ; to the latter it furnishes 
notoriety that is very pleasant to the 
average man. Many people, especially 
business men, aspire to ‘‘work” the 
press, as they term it. I don’t like 
the word, it savors of a sort of illegiti- 
macy ; but then, it isexpressive. Few 
men know how to successfully accom- 
plish their purpose, and consequently 
either fail, or succeed at the cost of 
creating more or less of a rupture be- 
tween themselves and the newspapers. 

I think there is not an advertiser in 
the country who cannot secure free 
press notices, the quality and number 
of which will depend to some extent 
upon the amount of advertising space 
he uses in the papers he wishes to 
“‘work” and largely upon his knowl- 
edge of how to doit. The two bar- 
riers which combine in preventing the 
average man from getting many press 
notices, which in the natural order of 
things he should receive, are first an 
overreaching egotism which is more or 
less natural to most of us; and second, 
a lack of knowledge of elementary 
journalism. The result of both of 
these deficiencies is this : either he gets 
no notice or else (in the case of small 
papers) it is grudgingly given. He 
who realizes that newspapers are printed 
for the benefit of the public, and not 
for one man, will get press notices. 
Too many men insist on their press 
notices being confined to glowing de- 
scriptions of mark-down sales, and the 
high quality and low prices of their 
goods. Too few realize that the best 
notice is one that embodies a newsy 
fact, and that such will more often find 
space both in the newspaper and in the 
mind of the reader, 

The other day a New York paper 
printed the fact that B, M, Cowperth- 
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wait & Co., a large instalment furni- 


ture firm, had refurnished a house 
at their own expense that had been 
gutted by fire. The furniture had been 
bought on the instalment plan, was 
only partially paid for, and not in- 
sured, ‘This notice was not of start- 
ling interest, it is true, but it gave the 
reader confidence in the firm, and was 
more effective as an ad than a notice of 
a great mark-down in easy chairs. 
Many concerns make a practice of 

sending out uninteresting press notices, 
which are either complimentary or paid 
for, and ignore events that happen in 
connection with their establishment 
that would be printed as news in al- 
most any newspaper whether they were 
advertising patrons or not. For in- 
stance, | know of a young man em- 
ployed by a certain retail firm who re- 
cently inherited 200,000 marks by the 
death of his father in Germany. This 
was an opportunity for a splendid 
legitimate news story which any paper 
would be glad to print as news, and 
probably mention the firm’s name a 
number of times. But the press did 
not get the story till I stumbled across 
it some time later, the firm meantime 
being in blissful ignorance of the value 
of the story from an advertising stand- 
point. Here is another instance: One 
of the porters of.a big gents’ furnish- 
ing store in New York, that is noted 
for its original and striking advertising, 
was notified that a cousin of his was 
missing but was supposed to be some- 
where in the United States, and was 
requested to spare no efforts in tracing 
him up. This was an excellent chance, 

because stories of missing people al- 
ways go, and the young man in ques- 
tion was well connected and had a ro- 
mantic history, but not a line was ever 

printed about it. These oversights 

occur because the members of concerns 
do not realize the opportunities. 

Here is a good illustration of a good, 

legitimate free ad (I feel sure it is free) 
which appeared November 15th in the 
N.Y. World: 


A Spendthrift’s Queer Warning. 
Edson Le vis, a leading clothing merchant 
of Mount Vernon, with also a store at Yon- 
kers, received in trade, Saturday evening, a 
is bill on which was written: *Ihis is the 
last of $18,500 left me by my father two years 
ago. Beware of gambling. Charles G. Win- 
throp.” 








While business men cannot be ex- 
pected to be newspaper men, they can 
easily. become ‘sufficiently posted to 
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grasp at least some of the opportuni- 
ties that are so numerous. In work- 
ing up such stories care and skill must 
be combined frequently to insure the 
printing of the name of the firm. The 
printing of the desired name can prac- 
tically be assured by incorporating it 
with the story in such a way that it 
forms an important connection with it, 
and also by weaving it in with the copy 
in such a manner that to “kill” it 
would involve much work by the copy 
reader, 

Any concern of average size and im- 
portance would do well to pay a good 
newspaper man a few dollars a week 
to look after their interests in this re- 
spect. He would pick up many a 
good story that the papers would be 
glad to print.

BY TRICK AND DEVICE. 


A journal which claims to have the 
largest circulation in the world in its 
line—justly no doubt—has recently 
announced that it will not publish any 
reading-matter advertisements, or any- 
thing in the advertising line which is 
not just what it purports to be. This 
cuts off a great deal of revenue from 
the journal in question, for the *‘ read- 
ing notice” advertiser pays heavily for 
the privilege. It is a step toward 
honesty to the reader, who gets what 
he pays for where he usualiy likes to 
have it, and is not compelled to read 
an account of a bear hunt which 
smuggles in Smith’s powder and shot, 
tailed on to one of Talmage’s sermons. 
But the journal in question needs to 
go a little further yet, for in its adver- 
tising columns it permits an advertiser 
to illustrate some gorgeous garments 
with the legend below: ‘* These $18 
and $20 cloaks for only $10." ‘he 
illustration shows a cloak that would 
be cheap at $40—as prices go—and the 
inexperienced buyer who sees them 
naturally feels that she is going to get 
one just like the engraving. When, 
however, she goes to the seller she 
often finds a garment that is dear at 
$10, and dear at any price, for it is 
made wholly to sell. 

I know that this practice is defended 
as strictly correct from a moral and 
legal point of view, but is it any more 
honest than any other misrepresenta- 
tion in trade? Is it politic? Does it 
hold customers ? What person is there 
who has money to spend who, having 
been deceived once, will not only avoid 
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the deceiver, but induce others to as 
far as they can? Isa chance greenhorn 
caught by a lying advertisement bet- 
ter than the permanent customer, who, 
being told exactly what he is buying, 
takes the goods upon his own respon- 
sibility? I say nay to all these queries. 
Misrepresentations of any kind in trade 
are sure to react forcibly upon the mis- 
representers ; so far from prospering, 
they fail miserably, as the records of 
the past few years in the clothing trade 
show. It may look smart to the ad- 
vertising man to advertise $50 suits, 
** satin lined,” for $10 and $15, but the 
fools who can be caught with this bait 
get scarcer every year. When the 
success of houses that deal fairly and 
squarely by customers, who do exactly 
as they would be done by, is so appar- 
ent it makes me wonder at the shallow- 
ness of firms who try to get on by 
trick and- device. Many years ago [ 
bought a carpet froin A. ‘I. Stewart & 
Co. When it was put down—in a 
suburb twelve miles off—it was discov- 
ered by chance that in a few spots 
there was a defective weave. The 
blemishes did not affect the wear of 
the carpet, but it was not perfect. 
Upon relating the facts to A. ‘I’, Stew- 
art & Co., and by my personal repre- 
sentation only, they ordered the car- 
pet sent back, and asked me to select 
any other from the stock that I wanted. 
This carpet, mind you, was cut to fit 
a room and worthless for sale again, 
but that did not weigh a moment with 
the concern. It is needless to say that 
I have bought goods there ever since. 
If the moral to this does not hit the 
trick and device advertiser in the eye 
as he reads it I am a poor writer.

PROFESSIONAL ADVERTISING. 
By Foel ‘Benton. 


There is an unwritten law, well un- 
derstood, that doctors of medicine 
must not advertise their vocation be- 
yond a simple sign on the office door 
or window. In some rural papers they 
may venture to print a mere card— 
especially if the doctor has just planted 
himself in the town or ina hamlet near 
by. But this card must not be more 
extensive than the number of words 
necessary to give his name and office 
address, to which may be superadded, 
perhaps. the office hours, If the doc- 
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tor undertakes to describe his skill or 
tell anything about his method of heal- 
ing or effecting cures, he is set down 
as a quack, and loses caste both with 
the profession and with the public 
whose patronage he seeks. 

If he is an oculist or an aurist, he 
may simply assume the title which fits 
him; but he must not intimate how 
well he can treat your eyes or ears, 
Specialists on diseases of the pulmo- 
nary and certain other divisions of hu- 
man ailment do not exploit their title, 
unless it be a chiropodist—who is not 
a full-fledged doctor—or a manicurist, 
who also is not. But the dentist, who 
may sometimes be a full-fledged doc- 
tor, is not discredited by advertising 
and drawing comparisons between his 
methods and those of the fellow doing 
his business in another street. 

The reason for this reticence on the 
part of the doctor is not far to seek, 
and the exception of the dentist has 
also an easy explanation. The doctor 
is not a merchant, and does not deal 
in commodities. What he offers you 
is his personal skill, pure and simple. 
It may be very great ; but if it is, and 
his sphere of action is a broad or met- 
ropolitan one, it becomes, perhaps, 
known through the whole country. 
Even in small country towns the good 
physician is found out, and goes to 
distant neighborhoods as counsel with 
great frequency. He must let public 
rumor, whom Virgil personified and 
poetizes, tell his story for him—and it 
never fails to do so. 

But the dentist, who is an exception 
to the rule of silence, and who does 
not need to observe it, has skill also ; 
and often possesses it in a very high 
degree. But it is employed largely 
mechanically. His various plates and 
mechanisms, and his anezesthetics or 
quietants of pain, are such as can be 
described to the lay mind. He is not 
prevented from saying that he can give 
you a single new tooth without a plate, 
and about as good a one as if it were 
of Nature’s second set, ** for $25 if you 
can afford it,” or that he has certain 
better devices for doing his work than 
those commonly in use. He has the 
same right as the inventor of an im- 
proved churn or sewing machine has to 
puff his particular wares. Any ordi- 
nary person can call upon him and find jj 
out to some extent the probability of 
his statements. i 

But we cannot, any of us who are j 
laymen, know m*ch about personal § 
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varieties in mere skill and genius, ex- 
cept by long experiment with them ; 
and it is not deemed becoming on the 
part of their possessors to parade their 
genius in a mercantile manner. I 
think physicians might print their 
cards more often than they do, and 
that they might more often say whether 
they are of the regular, or homceo- 
pathic, or hydropathic school. Yet, if 
one calls himself an electric physician, 
he is on dangerous ground. And the 
reason is that electricity is still a too 
little known remedial agent ; and it is 
so easy for quacks to fool with it that 
the very name on a sign creates dis- 
trust among intelligent patrons. 

The lawyer is also limited, like the 
doctor, in reference to parading him- 
self before the public. He cannot 
count up the cases he has won, and he 
dare not tell how easily he can handle 
judges and juries without giving the 
former at least a slap in the face. 
Ministers may* announce their topics 
for sermons on the succeeding Sunday; 
and, in metropolitan churches, are 
correct in having the minister’s name 
lettered on the church edifice. Yet we 
sometimes see a ministerial notice, like 
certain disapproved clerical manners, 
border on the sensational. If a minis- 
ter should announce that he will jump 
over the pulpit during the delivery of 
his sermon he would no doubt draw a 
full house ; but the welfare of his peo- 
ple and his preaching would hardly be 
promoted by that performance. 

When we come to think thoroughly 
of the matter, we see readily that the 
professions do not deal much in wares 
to be handled; but they offer to the 
public their mental acuteness and per- 
sonal skill, and it is unseemly to offer 
these things for praise or comparison. 
The teacher, or civil engineer, merely 
announces himself as such, and goes 
little further, except to say that he is 
ready to beemployed. The artist sells 
his pictures without noise, and fre- 
quently through a dealer. The poet— 
well, how could he advertise? If-+he 
makes a book the publisher may pos- 
| sibly advertise for him. But for his 
periodical vocation there is no an- 
nouncement that will serve. Asa sex- 
tet in the Academy puts it, so it is with 
him: 

“ Who fainteth here in the mart, forlorn, 
While men stand chaffering by ? 

Go ask his trade,” ‘ A poet born, 
With a song in his flashing eye." 

What hath he to sell—ceal, cotten of corn?”

“T notice that monetary institutions have a 
habit of hanging out a notice when they close 
their doors for the night or on holidays in- 
forming the public that the bank is closed,” 
remarksa philosopher, ‘* Why do they doit? 
When a person starts to enter a bank and finds 
the door bolted and barred, it gradually dawns 
upon even the most untutored mind that the 
bank is closed. 1 lay no claim to smartness ; 
indeed it has been an open secret in our family 
ever sizice I was four years of age that I would 
never amount to anything in particular, yet 
when I essay to go into a bank and find the 
door locked it occurs to me at once that the 
bank is closed. I do not borrow a length of 
railroad iron and attempt to force the door 
open under the impression that the cashier is 
asleep. I go and borrow the money some- 
where else,’’"—Stoves and Hardware Re- 
porter. 

Att ad makers are “‘ad-smiths"’; but some 
shape their ads out of the dross of inconsist- 
ency and dullness, Some steal a bit of the 
tin of this one’s idea and the geld of that 
one’s phrase, and mold the two together into 
forms inharmonious and unsubstantial; and 
some, a very few, dig for the true metal of 
original ideas and bright thoughts in the good 
soil of their own fertile minds, welding them 
into forms whose force and beauty of con- 
struction attract the eyeand hold the memory.

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A correspondent inquires whether it 
is better for a retailer to advertise 
“‘Smith’s Salted Sour Krout,”or simply 
**Sour Krout.” 

To be a little plainer, he wants to 
know whether the hatter who sells 
Dunlap hats should advertise *‘Dunlap 
Hats,” or merely hats, and whether 
the piano dealer who sells the Steinway 
piano ought to advertise ‘‘ Steinway,” 
or not. 

I believe that it is very much better 
to advertise the. name of well-known 
articles. In the case of pianos, for 
instance, all of the leading makes have 
been well advertised in one way or 
another, and the retail dealer gets his 
percentage of benefit from this adver- 
tising if he lets it be known that he 
handles one or more of them. 

Among some piano dealers there is 
a feeling that they do not wish to ad- 


vertise any particular piano, because - 


some time or other they may discon- 
tinue the sale of that instrument, and 
it may then go into the hands of a 
rival dealer who will thus derive bene- 
fit from all the advertising done be- 
fore. 

This is a contingency which I think 
is not very likely to arise. 

The manufacturer of the article 
would certainly favor the dealer who 
was enterprising enough to advertise it.

Probably not one merchant in a hun- 
dred would have considered that of 
sufficient importance to put it in. 
The mention of a ‘‘ change pocket” is 
apparently unimportant, but it may 
be just the one little thing that will 
help to make a sale. Descriptions 
cannot well be too minute. The 
nearer you can come to making people 
see the goods from the description, the 
better the advertisement.

Several weeks ago, I noticed that 
the advertising of Gimbel Bros., Phila- 
delphia’s new dry goods merchants, 
was particularly good and striking. 
Since then, I have learned that the ad- 
vertising is written by Mr. J. E.
